Chicago, Dec. 4.—Four men and one 
boy were instantly killed and 18 people 
injured by the explosion of the boiler in 
the powerhouse of the Ghioago and 
Northwestern 
railway 
late 
Monday 
evening. 
Several of the injured are 
hurt so badly they will die. 
The powerhouse was a 2-story struc­ 
ture which stood west of the paiuionger 
station and north of the tracks leading 
to it. 
On the first floor was the boiler- 
room, containing a battery of four boil­ 
ers and the dynamo room, which held 
nine dynamos. 
Twelve men were em ­ 
ployed around the building and in addi­ 
tion to such of these as were present ai, 
the time, a numl>er of strangers were 
standing around w atching the dynamos. 
Four of thoso killed were people em­ 
ployed by the road. 
Af a few minutes r»st. 5 o’clock one of 
the boilers in the center of the row of 
four burst w ith a detonation that was 
plainly heard at points a mile distant. 
The boiler nearest the tracks was the 
weak part and it flew toward the depot 
tracks and landed fully 70 feet away 
from its starting point. 
Tho boiler it­ 
self which weighed ten tous, lies OO feet 
from the boiler house. 
Just as the explosion occurred the 
Ashland limited train was pulling out 
aud the boiler caught the last two cars, 
a Pullman and a drawingroom car. The 
boiler struck the car in the rear, while 
the boder head ploughed through the 
one immediately in front. 
Fortunately both flew high and struck 
the cars aliove the windows, carrying 


I away portions of the roof aud vestibule. 
But f^w of the passengers happened at 
1 the time to be in the eud of tho curs hit 
by the flying metal and those hurt wore 
struck by flying splinters or suffered 
from being thrown violently to the floor,

N either of tho cars was thrown from 
the track and the engine drew them j 
quite a distance before coming to a stop.
